Civil Servico Roforin. 


Upon civil servioo reform it savs the 


church do >s not uiulerluko tlie warfare of 
tho partisan, but it woul I leave an impor- 
tant duty u:idoii3 if it di.i not exercise u 
care fur tho political as well as, the ecclesi- 
astical welfare of tluj stato. "It has come to 
puss that in tlie hunt of party stnigglo the 
standards of poHlioti1 morality liave been 
«ensibly ltr,veivd, but/ jiunty and integrity 
in tho administration of public affairs are 
streiuutusty demaitde I by tbe religion of 
the church as well as the patriotism of the 
hind. 
Ofliciul plac*« should not ba won by 


vulgar incompetence. It is not the barter 
price- pftid for political influence. 
The hon- 


ors of nflice are the legitimate recompense 
bestowed upon citizens who have served 
rhoir state uii'l should not be distributed 
among Mu corruptible." 


The Industrial IKSUC. 


Touching the industrial issue the letter 


says: "It is painfully evident that the ex- 
isting industrial ay fit em 
is not what it 


shou.d be, us the despairing tones of thosa 
who have stu.lio>l thesubj 'ctevinces. Many 
have come to look upon industry and hu- 
manity as u commercial commodity.

man sympathy is »»t to be brought into 
play. 
Any social philosophy which elim- 


inates the heart an j soul ot. 
1 man trom its 


doctrine is incomplete, and to act as if these 
were nut needed is unchristian as it is ua- 
wis". To dij-cuys the moral anJ spiritual 
factors which enter into social and indus- 
triiil questions is part of tho exalted ofllca of 
the cburcti.

R^fcrrin^ to faNe doctrines preached in 


tiie church, the letter repudiate-* peculiar
